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PREFACE 


THE EASTERN ORTHODOX: CHURCH reserves the word 
liturgy, which in the West applies to all Divine Service, for the celebration 
of the Eucharist. Three forms are used: the Liturgies of S. John Chrysostom 
and S. Basil the Great (near contemporaries who lived in the fourth century) 
and the Divine Office of the Presanctified Gifts. 

The Liturgy of S. John Chrysostom is the customary liturgy but ten times 
during the year—on Christmas Eve and the Eve of the Epiphany, on the first 
five Sundays in Lent, on Thursday and Saturday of Holy Week, and on his 
feast-day, 1 January—the Orthodox Church celebrates the Liturgy of S. Basil 
the Great. 

The Liturgies of S. John Chrysostom and S. Basil the Great are divided 
into three parts. In the first part, the Ordering, the priest prepares the bread 

and the wine. The following Liturgy of the Catechumens consists mainly of the 
singing of psalms and the reading of an Epistle and a Gospel lesson, to which 
_ during the first centuries of Christianity catechumens (those not yet baptized 
into the Church) were admitted. The third part, called the Liturgy of the 
_ Faithful, is the celebration of the sacrament of the Holy Eucharist, at which 
the early Church permitted only the Faithful—that is, baptized and con- 
firmed members of the Church—to be present. 

The Liturgies of S. John Chrysostom and S. Basil the Great differ only 
in certain of the ‘Secret Prayers’ (thus termed because pronounced by the 
officiating clergy in a low voice more generally inaudible to the congregation), 
one troparion, and three phrases in the consecration of the holy gifts. 

The Liturgy of the Presanctified Gifts, celebrated only on certain week- 
days in Lent, is so called because communion is given from the holy gifts 
consecrated on the previous Sunday. The Fathers of the Church regarded it 
as unbefitting the contrition of Lent that the full Liturgy of S. John 
Chrysostom or S. Basil the Great be celebrated every day during the Great 
Fast. The Office, which begins with Vespers, is similar in structure to the 
other two liturgies, except that lessons are read from Genesis and the Proverbs 
in place of, or as well as, readings from the Epistle and Gospel; and after the 
Great Entrance—in which the previously consecrated gifts are brought from 
the prothesis to the altar—everything is omitted until the prayer before the 
Lord’s Prayer. This Office was instituted in the early days of Christianity but 
is ascribed in its present form to S. Gregory Dialogos, Bishop of Rome in the 
sixth century.

vi PREFACE 


All creation came symbolically through the mouth: ‘In the beginning was 
the Word .. .and the Word was God.’ In constructing their liturgies the Early 
Fathers sought to formulate their prayers and exhortations in the words of the 


Scriptures. 


The present translations have been made* from the Old Church Slavonic 
service-books (in consultation with the corresponding Greek texts). Save for 
a few instances where the original requires the Septuagint Version of the Old 
Testament, they look to the language of the Authorized King James Version- 
of the Bible or the almost contemporary Book of Common Prayer—liturgical 
English at its noblest. Spelling, punctuation and the use of capital letters 
likewise conform. Of ‘an innumerable multitude’ of possible references those 
suggested in the footnotes are either direct quotations or they give the source 
of a word or phrase having the same weight and gravity, and offering com- 
parable associations. 

The pre-Reformation Prymers have similarly proved a fount of inspiration 
in the work of adaptation from, and into, the genius of the two languages, Old 
Church Slavonic and liturgical English. 

The Liturgy is a Divine Act. “The Word was made flesh, and dwelt among 
us... full of grace and truth.’ 

‘Heaven and earth shall pass away: but my words shall not pass away.’

O LORD and MASTER, JESUS CHRIST our GOD, well-spring of life and 
immortality, Maker of all things visible and invisible, Son co-eternal 
with the Father; Who in the latter days of thy great goodness wast 
clothed in flesh, and wast crucified and buried for us thankless and 
wicked men, and hast by thy blood renewed our nature, corrupted by 
sin: Do thou, O King immortal,* accept the repentance of a 
transgressor. Incline thine ear unto me, and hear my cry. For I have 
sinned, O Lord, I have sinned against heaven, and before thee,*> and 
am no more worthy to behold the height of thy glory. I have angered 
thy goodness: I have transgressed thy commandments, and dis- 
obeyed thine ordinances. But thou, O Lord, inasmuch as thou art 
kind,° slow to anger, and plenteous in mercy,’ hast not suffered me 
to perish with my unlawful deeds; looking at all times for my 
conversion. For thou who lovest mankind hast said, by the mouth of

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thy prophet: I have no pleasure in the death of the wicked; but that 
the wicked turn from his way and live. t Thou dost not wish, O Master, 
that the work of thy hands should perish, neither desirest thou 
the destruction of man; But wilt have all men to be saved, and to 
come unto the knowledge of the truth.2 Wherefore even I, unworthy 
though I be of heaven and of earth and of this transitory life, in that 
I have made me subject to sin and a lover of pleasures,* and have 
defiled thine image: Yet, inasmuch as Iam thy creature and the work 
of thy hands, I despair not of my salvation, O wretched man that 
Iam!* And emboldened by thy measureless compassion, I draw nigh. 
Wherefore accept me also, O Lord and lover of mankind, as thou 
-didst accept the harlot, the thief, the publican, and the prodigal son; 
And take away the heavy burden of my sins, O thou who takest away 
the sin of the world,* and healest the diseases® of mankind, calling 
unto thee all that labour and are heavy laden and giving them rest:’ 
Who camest not to call the righteous, but sinners to repentance.’ 
Cleanse me from all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, and teach me 
to perfect holiness in thy fear:° That having the answer of a good 
conscience, !? and receiving a portion of thy holy things,'! I may be 
joined! unto thy sacred body and blood; and may have thee to abide 
and dwell in me, with the Father and thy Holy Spirit. Yea, O Lord 
Jesus Christ my God, vouchsafe that I may partake without 
condemnation of thy most pure and life-giving mysteries; Neither 
let my soul and body become weak because I have partaken thereof 
unworthily. But grant me even unto my last breath to partake 
uncondemned of thy hallowed gifts, unto communion of the Holy 
Ghost, unto provision for life eternal, and an acceptable defence 
at thy dread judgment-seat. That I also, together with all thine elect, 
may be a partaker of thine incorruptible blessings which thou hast 
prepared for them that love thee, O Lord: in whom thou art glorified 
for ever. Amen.

O LORD my Gop, I know that I am not worthy, neither is it meet, that 
thou shouldest come under the roof! of the temple of my soul. All is 
desolate therein, and downfallen, and in me thou hast not where to 
lay thy head.? Yet inasmuch as for our sakes thou didst humble 
thyself from on high, so now do thou descend to the measure of my 
lowliness; And as thou tookest upon thee to be laid in the manger? of 
dumb creatures, so also graciously vouchsafe to lie in the manger of 
my empty soul, and enter my defiled body. And as thou didst not 
disdain to sit at meat with sinners in the house of Simon the leper,* so 
also consent to enter into the humble dwelling of my soul, leprous 
and sinful though it be. And as thou didst not reject the woman which 
was a sinner like unto me, when she came to thee and touched thee,’ 
so have compassion upon me, a sinner, who now come unto thee and 
touch thee. May that fiery coal, thy most pure body and thy precious 
blood, be to me unto the hallowing, enlightning and health of my 
humble soul and body; unto the relieving of the burden of my 
manifold sins; unto preservation from the working of Satan;° unto 
the averting and prevention of my evil and wicked ways;’ unto the 
mortification of my passions; unto the keeping of thy command- 
ments; unto the increase of thy divine grace; unto an inheritance 
in thy kingdom.’ For I do not presume to come unto thee, O Christ- 
God, except that I am made bold by thine ineffable goodness, and 
fear lest long absenting myself from communion with thee the 
ghostly wolf devour me. Wherefore I pray thee, O Master, who alone 
art holy: Sanctify my soul and body, my mind and my heart. Renew 
me wholly. Implant thy fear in my members. And let thy hallowing 
remain with me alway. Be thou my help and my defence. Sustain my 
life in peace. Deem me worthy to stand at thy right hand among thy 
saints: Through the prayers and supplications of thy most pure 
Mother; of the bodiless servitors and heavenly hosts; and of all the 
saints which have been well-pleasing in thy sight since the world 
began. Amen.

4. Another Prayer of S. Simeon Metaphrastes? 


Like as I were now standing before thy dread judgment-seat, O 
CHRIST GOD, in expectation of sentence, and giving account of the 
sins that I have committed: So also at this moment, ere the day of 
condemnation be come, I stand before thee, in the presence of thy 
holy angels, bent under the weight of my conscience; and confess my | 
evil deeds. 

Thou seest, O Lord, my humiliation. Forgive me all my sins. Thou 
seest how mine iniquities are more than the hairs of mine head.* 
There is no sin, no evil, that I have not committed; that I have not 
imagined in my heart. I have filled my soul with uncleanness. I have 
defiled my senses, and am become altogether unworthy.

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Wherefore, O King most marvellous, O good and gentle Lord, shew 
the breadth, and length, and depth, and height! of thy mercy even 
unto me, for there is no sin that can overcome thy loving-kindness.

Nevertheless, O Lord, render not to me my desert.° Rebuke 
me not in thy wrath: neither chasten me in thy hot displeasure.° Have 
mercy upon me, O Lord, for though I be weak yet am I the work of 
thine hands.’ Against thee, thee only, have I sinned;° but I pray thee, 
enter not into judgment with thy servant.? If thou, Lord, shouldest 
mark iniquities, O Lord, who shall stand?! I am a bottomless pit of 
sin, and am not worthy to lift up so much as mine eyes unto heaven," 
by reason of my sins. I am a reproach of thee, and despised of the 
people.!? Who shall raise me from the multitude of my sins? O Lord 
my God, in thee do I put my trust. If so be I may have hope of 
salvation; if thy clemency may prevail against my transgressions 
that are without number, then be thou my Saviour; and according to 
thy great mercy, remit and forgive all my sins. For my soul hath 
wrought many evils; and there is no hope of salvation in me. Have 
mercy upon me, according to thy loving-kindness: and judge me 
not according to my deeds. 

Turn me unto thee. Protect and deliver my soul from mine 
iniquities that do wax ever worse, and from my wicked imagina- 
tions. + 

Save me for thy mercy’s sake, that where sin has multiplied, there 
also thy grace may abound." And I will praise and laud" thee all the 
days of my life. 

For thou art the God of them that repent; and the Saviour of 
sinners.

6. A Prayer of S. Basil the Great 


Iknow, O LORD, that I partake unworthily of thy most pure body and 
thy precious blood; that Iam guilty, not discerning thy body and thy 
blood, O Christ my God, and do eat and drink damnation to myself:” 
Yet, trusting in thy bounties, I come unto thee, that didst say, He that 
eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, dwelleth in me, and I in 
him.? Wherefore have pity, O Lord, and put me not to rebuke, but 
deal with me, a sinner, according to thy mercy; And let these holy 
things be for me unto healing, cleansing and enlightenment, 
preservation and salvation, and unto the hallowing of soul and body; 
unto the driving out of every idle thought, and of the works and 
deceits wrought by the devil within me; unto boldness and love 
toward thee; unto the reformation of my life, and steadfastness; unto 
the increase of virtue and perfection; unto the fulfilling of thy 
commandments; unto fellowship with the Holy Spirit, provisioning 
for the journey to eternal life, and an acceptable answer at thy dread 
judgment-seat; not unto judgment nor unto condemnation.

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7. A Prayer of S. Simeon the New Theologian 


From lips defiled, from a vile heart, an unclean tongue and a soul 
polluted, receive this prayer, O CHRIST; and despise not my words, 
neither my manner nor mine importunity. Suffer me to speak boldly 
that which I desire, O my Christ. Nay, teach me rather that which it 
becometh me to do and to speak. I have sinned more than the woman 
in the city who, when she knew where thou didst sit at meat, bought 
ointment and ventured to anoint thy feet,! O Christ, my Master? and 
my God. Inasmuch as thou didst not reject her whose heart led her to 
thee, neither despise thou me, O Word, but suffer me also to clasp 
and embrace thy feet, and dare to anoint them with a flood of tears, as 
with a precious ointment. Wash and purify me with my tears, O 
Word. Forgive me my trespasses, and grant me pardon. Thou 
knowest the multitude of mine evil-doing. Thou knowest also my 
wounds, and dost behold my sores.* But thou knowest too my faith; 
thou seest mine intent; thou hearest my sighs. No tear is hidden from 
thee, O God, my Maker, my Deliverer.* Thine eyes behold that which 
I have not yet done: for in thy book is written that which has not yet 
come to pass. Consider my lowliness. Look upon mine affliction and 
my pain.° Forgive my every sin, O God of all, that with a pure heart 
and fearful mind, and with a contrite soul, I may partake of thine 
undefiled and most holy mysteries, wherewith every man who eateth 
and drinketh thereof with a pure heart is quickened with life divine. 
For thou, O Master, didst say, He that eateth my flesh, and drinketh 
my blood, dwelleth in me, and I in him.°® True in all ways is the word 
of my Lord and God. Partaking of the divine grace whereby man 
becometh like unto God, I am no longer alone but am with thee, O my 
Christ, light of the world.’ Suffer me not to dwell apart from thee, O

The Priest who would celebrate the Divine Mystery ought aforehand to be 
reconciled with all men and bear no ill will toward any; And so far as he is able he 
< shall guard his heart from evil thoughts. From the evening before he shall hold 
himself sober and vigilant in mind and body until the hour for the Sacred Office. 


THE PREPARATION OF THE MINISTERS 


When the time is come the Priest shall enter the church and being joined by the 
Deacon together they shall bow themselves thrice to the east before the Holy 
Doors. 

Thereupon the Deacon shall say 


Master, give the blessing. 


Priest 
Blessed is our God always, now, and for ever:! world without end.” 
Amen. 


The Deacon shall now begin, saying 
O heavenly King and Comforter, Spirit of truth,? which art in all 
places and fillest all things; Treasure of goodness and Giver of life: 
Come and abide in us, and cleanse us from all that defileth. And save 
our souls, O Thou who art good. 
O holy God, Holy and Strong, Holy and Immortal, have mercy 
upon us. = [thrice]

Then shall the Priest bow his head, and say 
O Lord, send thine hand? from thy holy habitation above, and 
strengthen me for this service unto thee: That without condemnation 
I may stand before thy dread altar, and perform the bloodless 


sacrifice. 
For thine is the power, and the glory, for ever and ever. Amen. 


THE VESTING 


Then shall they bow to the congregation present and enter the sanctuary, the 
Priest by the south door, the Deacon by the north, saying secretly 
I will enter into thine house: I will worship in thy fear toward thy holy 


temple. 
Lead me, O Lord, in thy righteousness because of mine enemies; 
make my way plain before thy face. For there is no truth in their

But let all that trust on thee be glad in thee: they shall exult for 
ever, and thou shalt dwell among them; and all that love thy name 
shall rejoice in thee. For thou, Lord, shalt bless the righteous: thou 
hast compassed us as with a shield of favour.! 


Being come into the sanctuary they shall prostrate themselves thrice before the 
holy altar, and kiss the Gospel Book and the altar-table. Then each shall take his 
stikharion in his right hand and make three reverences toward the east, saying 
each within himself 

O God, cleanse thou me a sinner, and be merciful to me.” 


The Deacon shall now come to the Priest, holding his stikharion in his right hand, 
with his orarion, and bowing his head to him he shall say 
Bless, Master, the stikharion, with the orarion. 


Priest 
Blessed is our God always, now, and for ever: world without end. 


The Deacon shall go apart to one side of the sanctuary and put on his stikharion, 
praying in this wise 

Let my soul rejoice in the Lord; for he has clothed me with the robe of 
salvation, and the garment of joy: he has put a mitre on me as on a 
bridegroom, and adorned me with ornaments as a bride.* 


And kissing the orarion he shall place it on his left shoulder. And when he fastens 
the cuffs around his wrists he shall say as he puts on the right cuff 
Thy right hand, O Lord, is become glorious in power: thy right hand, 
O Lord, hath dashed in pieces the enemy. 

And in the greatness of thine excellency thou hast overthrown 
them that rose up against thee.*

Then taking his epitrakhelion he shall sign it with the sign of the cross and put it 
about his neck, saying 


Blessed is God who poureth out his grace upon his priests, like the 
precious ointment upon the head, that ran down upon the beard, 
even Aaron’s beard: that went down to the skirts of his garments. 


Likewise taking the zone and girding himself therewith he shall say 


Blessed is God that girdeth me with strength, and maketh my way 


perfect. 
He maketh my feet like hinds’ feet, and setteth me upon my high 


places.* 


Putting on the cuffs he shall say as was directed above.

And in thy majesty ride prosperously because of truth and meek- 
ness and righteousness; and thy right hand shall teach thee terrible 
things:!

saints shout for joy:? 
Always, now, and for ever: world without end. Amen. 


Then Priest and Deacon shall go to the piscina, the where each shall wash his 
hands, saying 
I will wash mine hands in innocency: so will I compass thine altar, 


O Lord: 
That I may publish with the voice of thanksgiving, and tell of all 


thy wondrous works. 
Lord, I have loved the habitation of thy house, and the place where 


thine honour dwelleth. 
Gather not my soul with sinners, nor my life with bloody men: 
In whose hands is mischief, and their right hand is full of bribes. 
But as for me, I will walk in mine integrity: redeem me, and be 


merciful unto me.

Thou hast redeemed us by thy precious blood from the curse of the 
law:? being nailed to the cross and pierced with the spear, thou art 
become for men the fount of immortal life: our Saviour, glory be to 
thee. 


Then shall the Deacon say 
`: Master, give the blessing. 


And the Priest shall begin the 


Office of Oblation 
Blessed is our God always, now, and for ever: world without end. 


Deacon 
Amen. 


Then shall the Priest take in his left hand a prosphoron, and in his right hand the 
holy spear and therewith thrice making the sign of the cross over it shall say three 
times 

In remembrance of our Lord and God and Saviour Jesus Christ. 


And immediately he shall thrust the spear into the right side of the seal, and the 
while he cuts it he shall say 


He was led as a sheep to the slaughter.’ 


And the while he cuts the left side 


And as a lamb without blemish before the shearer is dumb, so he 
opens not his mouth.?

And the Priest having turned the bread so that the emblem of the cross is now 
upward the Deacon shall say 
Master, pierce. 
And the Priest shall pierce the right side with the spear, saying 


One of the soldiers with a spear pierced his side, and forthwith came 


there out blood and water. 
And he that saw it bare record, and his record is true.* 


Then the Deacon shall take of the wine and the water, and say to the Priest 


Bless, Master, the holy blending.

Then taking the third prosphoron he shall say 
Of the glorious prophet and forerunner John the Baptist. 


And taking out a first particle he shall lay it on the left side of the holy bread, 
beginning with it the first rank.

And taking out a fourth particle he shall place it next to the first particle, thus 
beginning the second rank.

Of the holy apostle, protomartyr and archdeacon Stephen; Of the 
great and holy martyrs Demetrius, George, Theodore Tiron and 
Theodore Stratelates; And of all the holy martyrs, men and women;

And taking out a fifth particle he shall set it below the fourth. 
And he shall say

Lay then IC at the top of the holy paten, which is 
toward the east, and XC at the bottom, which is toward the west; and NI on the 
north side, and KA on the south side, as is here figured. 





Take then the part IC and fill the holy chalice. But XC divide for the priests and 
the deacons. The two other portions, namely, the NI and the KA, thou shalt 
divide into small pieces, as many as are sufficient for the communicants, 
accordingly to thy discretion. And from the portion which representeth the Holy 
Mother of God, or from the particles representing the nine ranks of the saints, or 
others that he on the holy paten none shall communicate: but only from the two 
of the Holy Lamb which remain shall the Priest give communion. And here be it 
known to thee also concerning this, that when thou dost dilute the divine blood of 
the Lord with the holy zeon, then thou pourest with all care so much as is necessary 
for all to communicate. After the same manner also of the wine and the water, 
when thou piercest the Holy Lamb, then pour in so much as is sufficient for all. But 
afterward in no wise pour in anything but only once at The holy things unto 
the Holy. And so communicate all with these. 
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Then the Deacon pointing with his

During the Holy and Great Fast, when the Priest is to celebrate the Liturgy of the 
Presanctified, at the Office of Oblation (the Ordering) on the Sunday preceding he 
shall, after he hath cut the first altar-bread, and sacrificed and pierced it, as is 
appointed for the Liturgies of S. John Chrysostom and S. Basil the Great, cut 
other breads, saying over each of them these words following: 


In remembrance: He was led: The Lamb of God: One of the soldiers: 
[See pp. 23, 24] 


Then he poureth the wine and water into the sacred chalice, pronouncing the 
customary words, and covereth them with the veil, and censeth them, repeating the 
Prayer of Oblation. Thereupon he beginneth the Divine Liturgy and celebrateth 
as ts usual. 


And when he is to sign the prosphora with the sign of the cross, at the invocation 
of the Holy Spirit, he saith And make this bread: in the singular number, for 
Christ is one, and he doth not speak of these breads, in the plural number. And 
when he is to make the elevation he shall lift all the breads together, but break only 
the first bread that was offered and lay the portion in the holy chalice and pour in 
the warm water as is usual. 


Then taking the holy spoon in his right hand he dippeth it in the holy blood. 
With his left hand he taketh one of the breads and toucheth it with the holy spoon, 
which hath been wetted with the holy blood, making the sign of the cross over the 
cross that was cut earlier on the underside, and placeth it in the pyx. Then he doth 
the same with the other breads, and placeth them all in the pyx. Thereafter the 
Priest prayeth as is usual, and communicateth as is usual and performeth the 
Divine Liturgy according to the canon. 
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When the Priest is to celebrate the Liturgy of the Presanctified Gifts he entereth 
the sanctuary and vesteth himself, signing with the sign of the cross and kissing 
each vestment but saying nothing as he doth so, save Let us pray unto the Lord 
over each of them. 


And the Deacon at a sign of blessing from the Priest goeth and taketh his stand 
at his appointed place, and exclaimeth Master, give the blessing. And the 
Priest: Blessed is the kingdom of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost; now, and for ever: world without end. 


And straightway the Reader: O come, let us worship . .. thrice. And there 
followeth the introductory Psalm. And in the mean while the Priest reciteth the 
Prayers of Light, that is, the Vesper Prayers, beginning with the fourth Prayer 
inasmuch as the first three are said after the litanies. And when the Psalm is done 
the Deacon beginneth the litany after the which there followeth Psalm r20: In 
my distress I cried unto the Lord and the other Psalms as appointed, with 
prostrations at the concluding Alleluia. 


Each of the antiphons is succeeded by the Short Litany offered by the Deacon 
with the concluding words pronounced by the Priest. At the opening of the Psalm 
the Priest shall go to the offertory-table. There he taketh the preconsecrated bread 
from the pyx and with all reverence placeth it on the holy paten, and poureth the 
wine and the water in the sacred chalice as is customary, saying naught. And 
taking the censer he censeth the asterisk and the veils: and covereth the divine 
gifts, saying naught, not even the Prayer of Oblation but only By the prayers of 
our holy fathers, Lord Jesus Christ our God, have mercy upon us, for 
the Offering is already consecrated and complete. 


Following the reading from the Psalter, the chanting of Lord, I cry unto 
thee: and the rest, Deacon and Priest make the Little Entrance without the Book 
of the Gospels. But when the Gospel is to be read, for the Feast-Day of a Saint or - 
of the church, then the Entrance is made with the Holy Gospels. 

Deacon Wisdom. Stand steadfast. 

And the Choir O tender Light: 

Deacon Let us give heed. 

Priest Peace unto all. 

Deacon Wisdom. 

And the Reader readeth the prokhimenon, the Lesson from the Book of 
Genesis, and the second prokhimenon. 
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And the Deacon Your bidding. 

And the Priest taking the censer and a lighted taper in his hands and standing 
before the altar and looking toward the east shall say as he maketh the sign of the 
cross Wisdom. Let us be upright. 

Likewise turning toward the west, toward the people The light of Christ 
lighteth every man. 

Reader The reading is from The Proverbs. 

Deacon Let us give heed. 

And the Reader readeth from the book of The Proverbs. 

And the Priest after the reading Peace unto thee. 

Deacon Wisdom. 

And thereupon Let my prayer be set forth before thee as incense; and 
the lifting up of my hands as the evening sacrifice, the which the Choir 
repeateth. 

The Reader again. Lord, I cry unto thee: make haste unto me; give 
ear unto my voice, when I cry unto thee. 

Choir Let my prayer: 

Reader Set a watch, O Lord, before my mouth; keep the door of 
my lips. | 

Choir Let my prayer: 

Reader Incline not my heart to any evil thing, to practise wicked 
works with men that work iniquity. 

Choir Let my prayer: 

And again the Reader Let my prayer be set forth before thee as 
incense. 

And the Choir shall sing And the lifting up of my hands as the 
evening sacrifice. 

It is to be known that when the Reader singeth Let my prayer be set forth 
before thee as incense all they that be present, in the church and in the 
sanctuary, shall kneel and pray. But when he beginneth And the lifting up of 
my hands: they shall rise. And the Priest standing in the sanctuary before the 


sacred altar shall take the censer with incense and cense: But when the Reader 
chanteth the final Let my prayer: then the Priest, handing the censer to the 
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Deacon, shall bow his knee and pray. And at the end all present make three 
prostrations. 

The Deacon now saith the Litany: And the rest. 

At the Great Entrance Now the heavenly powers: The prayer said in the 
other Liturgies during the singing of the Cherubicon îs omitted. But the Priest as 
he censeth shall repeat Psalm 51. And after the divine mysteries have been brought 

forth to the chanting of Now the heavenly powers: three lowly reverences are 

-to be made. The Priest now taketh the veils from the holy gifts and covereth them 
with the aer. And when the time is come to lift up the holy bread the holy gifts are 
not uncovered but with deep reverence and awe the Priest shall touch the divine 
bread beneath the veil that covereth them. The Deacon shall say Let us give 
heed. 

And the Priest in a loud voice: 

The holy presanctified things unto the holy. 

And the Divine Liturgy continueth according to the rubric, as shewn here in due 

time. 


SOME FURTHER ANNOTATION 
TO THE 
CELEBRATION OF THE 
LITURGY OF THE PRESANCTIFIED 


The while the Choir singeth Now the heavenly powers: Priest and Deacon go 
to the offertory-table, and taking up the aer the Priest placeth it on the Deacon’s 
shoulder. But the sacred paten with the divine mysteries he lifteth with his right 
hand and placeth it on his own head; and taking the chalice with the wine in his 
left hand he holdeth it to his breast. And the Deacon, carrying only the censer, 
goeth before him, censing time and again. And during the Communion, after he 
hath proclaimed The holy presanctified things unto the holy the Priest 
layeth aside the aer, the Deacon entereth the sanctuary, and standing close to 
the Priest saith Break, O Master, the holy bread. And the Priest breaking 
it in four parts with all heedfulness shall say Broken and divided is the 
Lamb of God; Which being broken yet is not divided; Being ever 
eaten, never is consumed; But sanctifieth them that partake thereof. 


And he letteth fall the particle into the cup, saying naught; and the Deacon 
poureth the warm water into the cup, saying naught, and goeth to stand somewhat 


apart. 
Now the Priest saith: Deacon, draw near. 


And the Deacon shall approach and make a devout reverence, entreating 
forgiveness and saying: 

Lo, I draw near unto our immortal King and God. And: Impart 
unto me, O Master, the precious and holy body and blood of our Lord 
and God and Saviour Jesus Christ. 


And the Priest taking a single particle from the holy things giveth it to the 
Deacon saying: 

Unto N, deacon in Holy Orders, is imparted the precious and holy 
and all pure body and blood of our Lord and God and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, for the remission of his sins and unto life everlasting. 
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And the Deacon having kissed the Priest’s hand shall withdraw behind the 
sacred altar, and bowing his head he shall pray, as doth the Priest, saying I 
believe, O Lord, and the rest. 

The Priest likewise taking a portion of the holy mysteries shall say The 
precious and most holy body and blood of our Lord and God and 
Saviour Jesus Christ is imparted unto me, N, priest, for the 
remission of my sins and unto life everlasting. And bowing his head he 
shall pray saying 1 believe, O Lord, and confess: And Of thy mystical 
supper: And And let not this participation: to the end. 

And thus they partake of the holy mysteries in fear and with all precaution. 
Then the Priest shall take the spunge and spunge his hands, saying thrice Glory 
be to thee, O God. 

And having kissed the spunge he shall return it to its place. Then he shall take 
the chalice with the veil in both hands and drink of it, saying nothing. And wiping 
his lips and the chalice with the veil in his hands he shall set it on the altar. And 
after he hath eaten his prosphoron he shall perform the customary ablutions and 
thereafter still standing somewhat apart shall pray the Prayer of Thanksgiving: 
We give thee thanks, O God and Saviour of all men: 
to the end. The Deacon shall not drink from the chalice at this time but after the 
prayer said by the Priest below the chancel steps, and after the remaining particles 
of the holy mysteries have been consumed. (But if the Priest celebrate alone, 
without a deacon, he likewise doth not drink from the chalice after his communion 
but after the Liturgy be finished, and after the holy mysteries have been consumed. 
For if the wine be sanctified by the placing tn it of the particles, yet hath it not been 
transmade into the divine blood, seeing that the words of consecration are not 
recited over it in this service, as they are in the Liturgies of Basil the Great and 
John Chrysostom.) And the Deacon taking the sacred paten and approaching tt to 
the sacred chalice putteth in the holy things, saying naught, and having made 
three reverences he openeth the Holy Doors.

GLOSSARY 


A square silken veil (q.v.) covering both chalice and paten. 


The Great Eucharistic Prayer extending from The grace of our 
Lord. .-: (pp. 71 and 119) to the end of the Intercession (pp. 80 
and 135). 

The remains of the prosphora (q.v.) offered in the setting forth of 
the holy gifts, after the Lamb and other particles have been excised 
at the offertory-table. Cut up and distributed at the close of the 
Liturgy. 

A consecrated corporal of white silk (on which is printed a picture 
of the Entombment of Christ) with relics sewn into the upper 
border. Formerly used when no consecrated altar was available for 
the Liturgy. Now laid on the altar. 


Bread brought as offering for bloodless sacrifice (Eucharist) with 
wine, in form of prosphora (q.v.). 

Two curved metal shafts with a star at the centre. Placed on the 
paten to prevent the veil from touching the elements. 

Literally, a hearer. One under instruction. 

Hymn sung at the Offertory before and after the Great Entrance. 
(See pp. 59 and 62-3; 107 and 111.) 


(‘Beginning’) The Office consisting of three antiphons and three 
prayers, with accompanying litanies, which forms an introduction 
to the Liturgy. 

Square piece of material hung from the zone (q.v.) and resting on 
the right thigh. Formerly worn only by bishops; now accorded to . 
certain priests as a mark of distinction. 

The stole of bishops and presbyters. Generally a broad strip (with 
an opening at the end through which the head is passed) hanging 
in front and confined by the zone (q.v.). 


Short hymn expressing the content of a feast or praise to a saint. 


Deacon’s stole. A narrow strip worn hanging back and front over 
the left shoulder of the stikharion (q.v.), except at the Com- 
munion, when it is wound crosswise about the body. 


The chasuble of the Priest. 
The basin in which the ministers wash their hands. 
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Prokhimenon Verses usually, though not always, from = the Psalms. (On 


Wednesdays from the Magnificat Luke 1: vv. 46-55.) Sung 
antiphonally before the Scripture reading.

Prosphoron (‘Oblation’) A round leavened loaf about 5 x 2 in., stamped on 
the top with a 2 in. sq. divided by a cross into four squares in which 
are severally inscribed IC XC NI KA—that is, ‘Jesus Christ 
conquers’. At the prothests (q.v.) this square is cut out from the 
loaf and is called the Holy Lamb or Holy Bread; and at the Fraction 
it is divided along the lines of the cross. 

Prothesis: Offertory-table whereon the elements are placed in readiness for 
use in the Eucharistic Office. 

The term prothesis also indicates the preparation of the elements 
(cf. p. 23).

GLOSSARY 





The hymn ‘O Holy God, Holy and Strong, Holy and Immortal, have 
mercy upon us’. 

Any short hymn in rhythmical prose. 

(1) The first veil with which the paten and asterisk are covered. 

(2) The second veil with which the chalice is covered. 

(3): The ger (q.v.) with which both are covered. 

Warm water added to the chalice before the communion of the clergy 
and the people. 

Waistband with which the priest’s stikharion (q.v.) is girded, and his 
epitrakhelion (q.v.) confined.
